Here is Mr. Heard's 
letter: 
Sedalia, Mo., Oct. 23, 1914.—Mr. F. 
R. Scholten, Sedalia, Mo. 
Dear Mr. 
Scholten: 
I write to assure you of 
my hearty sympathy with your efforts 
to secure the adoption of Amendment 
No. 7 to our state constitution, for the 
relief of the blind; and herewith I 
send enclosed a contribution to help 
pay the expense you m u s. incur in 
the prosecution of the work, it seems 
to me that every voter wiio under­ 
stands the purpose and scope of this 
amendment will vote for its adoption. 
It does not propose to lay any tax up­ 
on the public; its sole object being 
to so amend the constitution as to en­ 
able the legislature, when the people 
so desire, to provide relief from the 
state treasury, for these unfortunate 
People, instead of leaving them de­ 
pendent 
on 
private charity. 
Ohio, 
Illinois, 
Wisconsin 
and, 
perhaps, 
other states, have adopted a system 
of pensions to these people, by the 
operation of which the younger class 
may acquire the education and train­ 
ing to fit them for earning their own 
support, while the old and helpless 
are so assisted that they can be taken 
care of in the homes of relatives or 
friends. 
This plan has proved to be 
most satisfactory. 
While more hu­ 
mane, it is also more economical than 
■he old plan of assembling these un­ 
fortunates in large 
and 
expensive 
asylums, where they had only the 
care and attention given by hired em­ 
ployes, and had none of the comforts 
of home association. 
But without the 
adoption of the proposed amendment 
to our constitution, Missouri cannot 
avail herself of the benefits of such 
legislation as is being enjoyed by her 
progressive sister states. 
Under the old conditions, which wre 
are now powerless to improve many 
of the unfortunate sightless people 
among us must want and oftentimes 
beg for a support. 
I feel that every one of these poor, 
afflicted souls who may be seen on 
our streets asking alms is a reproach 
to our state and an indictment against 
our common humanity. 
It wre adopt 
this amendment and thus enable the 
state to provide for the care of these 
worthy 
unfortunates, 
the 
expense 
will be met by a tax upon all the hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth of 
property of all the people in the state, 
and it will be so light that no one 
will feel it. 
Our last legislature, realizing the 
necessity for amending the constitu­ 
tion so as to allow 
our 
people 
to 
make provision for the proper care 
of the blind, passed the resolution 
submitting 
the 
amendment, 
unani­ 
mously, 
not 
one 
vote 
being 
cast 
against it; and if the voters of the 
state as nobly discharge their duty at 
the polls, we will place our state in 
the position she should occupy among 
her progressive sister states, whose 
experience in this beneficent work so 
strongly 
commends 
their 
example. 
Let us hope that no voter enjoying 
the blessing of eyesight sufficient to 
enable him to read his ballot on elec­ 
tion day will he so inhumane as to 
neglect this opportunity for doing an 
act of justice and mercy to those un­ 
fortunate among us, who#e lives must 
be passed in darkness.
